More than 100 persons were killed, 
hundreds Injured and property worth 
millions of dollars wrecked by torna- 
doeB which raked three distinct sec- 
tions of the country Sunday and Sun- 
day night. 

One storm followed the Indiana-Ohio 
boundary line from Dayton. O , north 
to Lake Erie, while isolaletl gales did 
damage in Franklin, Ottawa and Lucas 
eountlea, on the Ohio aide of the bor- 
der. Fifty Uvea were lost In this tor- 
nado and -240 persons were injured. 

A' aoooad twister swept northern Il- 
linois and southern Michigan and Wis- 
consin, taking at leaat 37 lives and 
injuring hundreds. 

The third tornado struck the south- 
am states from the Mississippi River 
to the Atlantic Coast. Fifty persons 
ware killed, hundreds injured and 
thousand made homeless.

washing as commonly praetleed in publie. eating places and in our 
homes may serve to spread contagious diseases of all sorts, including 
colds, |K>re throats, inflnenaa and pneumonia. 

This dishwashing process is the hand iiii-thod, the dishes, glasses 
and other eating utensils being made appin t iitly clean by being sous- 
ed and swabbed in a pan of water not too hot to prevent the dishes 
from being at least fished out of the dishwater by the dishwasher's 
bare hands. A temperature in which the dishwasher's hands can be 
put is not hot enough to kill diseHse-produeiug bneteriii. As eating 
and drinking utensils contaminated with bacteria from the hands and 
mouths of those who have used such utensils are successively added 
to the dishwater the bacterial content steadily increases. Gumming 
found as many as 25,000,000 organisms in a quarter of a teaspoonful, 
of such dishwater. 

Besides the supply of disease organisms derived from contam- 
inated pating and drinking utensils all sorts of organisms are added 
to the dishwater from the dishwasher's own hands. These are almost 
sure to be contaminated with whatever organisms the dishwasher 
may be carrying in his own mouth or nose, and such contamination 
will be increased if the dishwashei' has a cold. 

While consistent efforts will be made to protect patrons of public 
eating pnd drinking places, the trail of dishwater infection leads us 
I'igjit int<ythe home and points to the necessity of a decided dishwash- 
ing reform in the average home itself. It is very easy to point out 
ways in \\liieh home dishwashing may be made safe, but what is 
really Jieeded is some practicable scheme or appliance which will 
appeal to the ordinary housewife and mother through relieving the 
prasent home dishwashing procedure of its drudgery and incidentally 
serving to prevent an infection from running from one member of the 
houseKold through the entire family. 



BOMB BABY QUEBTIONB. 

The United States Bureau of the Census has recently issued a 

report on mortality statistics for 1917 in which it says in spi-akiii<r of

ft8 per cent. ; 38 per cent. ; 28 per cent. ; 41 per cent. ; 49 ])er cent. ; 57 
per cent. In five rural counties the actual numbers are smaller but 
the percentages are even higher; 45 out of 89; 22 out of 28; 12 out 
of 15 ; 10 out of 16 ; 10 out of 14. 

T^his excessive loss of baby life is due to the prenatal eondition of 
the nv>ther. Surely these figures indicate clearly enough that the 
a^tes iuust assume responsibility for its mothers. The federal gov- 
ennnept is ready through the provisions of the Sheppard-Towner bill 
t«( help rural districts provide sufficient nursing and medical atten- 
tion to insure health to the bearers of America's citiiiens.
